Dear  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  to  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  39th  Annual  Report 
on  the  Welfare  of  Rainford  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1969. 

I  am  most  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has 
been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  shown  an  increase  being  21.0  per 
thousand  population  compared  with  19.7  for  the  previous  year.  This 
is  in  excess  of  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (16.3).  There  were 
155  births  compared  with  138  in  1968. 

There  were  77  deaths  from  various  causes  giving  a  rate  per 
thousand  of  the  population  of  10.4 

There  was  1  infant  death  during  the  year  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  6  per  thousand  ]ive  births.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  being  18.  No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  cases  notified  of 
Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis.

This  continues  to  be  one  of  the  Council's  biggest  problems  due  to 
the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  and  the  distance  away  from  the 
main  tip.  Expenditure  is  high  and  increased  housing  continues  to 
make  the  position  more  difficult.  The  present  tip  is  almost  exhausted 
and  the  Council  are  making  enquiries  to  find  further  sites.  A  further 
Refuse  Vehicle  has  been  purchased  and  is  now  in  use  and  together  with 
the  old  refuse  vehicle  on  a  3  day  a  week  basis,  we  are  now  giving  a 
7/8  day  service. 

A  local  Contractor  is  regularly  employed  on  Tip  Maintenance,  Fly 
control  etc.  Rentokil  Ltd.,  carry  out  necessary  Rodent  Control 
treatments. 


HOUSING 


The  Tender  of  Trygon  Ltd.,  Pangbourne,  Berks,  has  been  accepted 
for  the  erection  of  75  dwellings  at  the  North  End.  The  first  4  houses 
are  almost  ready  for  occupation.  It  is  hoped  to  complete  the  scheme 
by  August,  1970. 

The  Council  are  in  the  process  of  purchasing  further  properties 
in  Victoria  Street  with  a  view  to  redevelopment  as  previously  mentioned.
